Yes, it is very comforting to know there were so many friends concerned with my well being. | hope ail is well 
with you and yours. 


First of all, the best way to view my CD would be with a software program such as ACDSee (the one | use) or 
something similar. You should be able to download a sample from the Internet. 


| wanted the best images | could get and therefore have Gary Trudgen, the editor of CNL, make them for me. 
I’m sure you know Gary. | propose you do the same. 


| understand there may be difficulties in getting your collection to and from him, as | went through the same. 
But it is worth it. | was afraid your collection might have been considerably larger than mine, and therefore 
shipping inappropriate. But at around 425 pieces, it would be easily doable. 


This of course will come at some expense. The expenses are as follows: Gary charges $1 per coin that gets 
us an obverse and reverse image, stitched together as one image and he will add any appropriate text. There 
is also the expense of sending portions of your collection via registered and insured mail. | would suggest 
separating it into packages valued at $25,000 or less. This will cost roughly $25-$30 per package, each way. 


Since my collection was about the same size as yours, we can use my expenses as a guide. | had around 500 
coins, which | sent in four shipments. This cost me around $800 total for imaging and postage and also 
includes having a few CD’s burned, labels created and applied, and the jewel cases to keep them in. 


| do realize that you are an older gentlemen who is probably retired and therefore on a fixed income. | on the 
other hand work fulltime at a decent hourly rate and have some limited overtime at my disposal. Therefore, | 
would be happy to work some extra hours and split the costs of having your collection documented. If 
necessary | would be happy to absorb the entire cost. 


Of course there may be some work on your part. This would include writing some inventory/identification 
number on each envelope/container, and packaging the coins and bringing them to your local PO for 
shipping. | have spoken to Gary about this and he would be willing to handle your collection. You would be 
shipping them directly to Gary and | could supply you with his address. 


Upon completion of your original CD, | would then examine the image of each specimen to see which, if any, 
Family each belongs in, or if there are new Families contained therein. Then | would report back to Gary who 
would be maintaining your master file and have him rearrange it accordingly.

Thank you for thinking of me and sending me an image of this wonderful 
collection of counterfeit halfpence errors. It was difficult to tell what 

was going on with each from the image and therefore | only wish | had the 
opportunity to examine these beauties in person. 


| believe | was able to identify at least the major type, and type of error, 
from each image. There are three or four | cannot make out. 


Of the forty coins the distribution of error types is pretty much what | 

would expect, rarity wise. And seems to parallel my own collection to some 
degree. | have not had the time to break out my collection as such but have 
been planning to. I'm sure I'll get to studying my errors sooner now. | note 

that double struck George III's are the most abundant, 25% of this 

collection in fact, and a good representation of George III brokages; both 
reverse and obverse are present. Considered together these make up over 50% 
of the collection, which is what | would expect. 


| note six double struck George II and one obverse brokage of that same 
type. Again this seems to parallel my own collection as | have three double 
strikes and one brokage, although mine is a reverse brokage. But | should 
note that all my double strikes of this type are genuine regal emissions and 
not counterfeits. | cannot tell from my copy of the plate if this is the 

case but | suspect so. Therefore as one might surmise, since George II 
counterfeits are scarcer then George III then so would their errors be. 


This collection's Irish types are also similar in relative number to mine. 

That being very few. Where this collection lacks a reverse brokage, | have 
one. Where my collection lacks an obverse brokage, this collection has one. 
And | only have a few double strikes from the period 1766-1782, as does this 
collection.

Dear Clem: 

You have been so devoted to your project and your request is so longstanding that | am trying to figure out some 
way if I can to let you take images of my counterfeit halfpence collection. Let me try to figure out what options 
might be practical. 

First | want to know how long it takes to do what you want to do for each item. 

Once my camera is set on its stand and a common desk lamp is set close for light | take a test image and 
view it on my laptop, that might take 10 or 15 minutes then in about one minute | can shoot 2-4 coins, 
both sides. Let’s call it three per minute to play it safe. Assuming | wanted to shoot all two hundred that 
should only take approximately 80 minutes. 


Do you weigh them ? 


Weighing them would be considered a bonus and not crucial for my purposes and could possibly be 
supplied at a later date. 


Do you record any other data? 

Pedigree and country of origin information would be nice but again would be considered a bonus and not 
crucial for my purposes and could possibly be supplied at a later date too. Any axis other then coin turn 
is useful information. 


How much time does it take to do each side? 


| mentioned that above, almost no time once set up and rolling. Just a click of a button and the flip of a 
coin. 


Exactly what groups do you feel you must take and in what order, if any? 

| would like to start with British George Il 1/2d then 1/4d then George IIl same order then Irish. 

How much setup space does your equipment need. 

A few square feet on a standard desk would be great and | would need access to an out let for my lamp. 
My pieces are in date order. 

Very good, hopefully they also have some reference or ID number on each envelope that | can make a 
note of in case | need to refer you to it in the future. Also so we can both call the piece by its “name” and | 
can write my info next to its ID number on my notes. If you have an abbreviated inventory you could send 
or email me | would make a custom spreadsheet before | got there and that would expedite my note 


keeping. 
My Machins are separate and some are the best examples being from the Stepney Hoard. Perhaps you have

If they were handy and | had time I'd love to do those are well. They are to be considered beyond the 
scope of my work but | will have an example of each date in the appropriate section and make mention of 
how many different varieties there are of each date too.

| could use them the same way | would use the Machin’s. If convenient and time permits. 
Do you want counterfeit farthings?

Are you interested in the source if | have that data? 
Yes. 
| would guess | have from 100 to 200 pieces of readables. 
This is not a big task.

Only as a bonus if time permits. Along those lines | have been collecting images of state coinage that use 
them as hosts as well. 


Another thought is that Saturday might be an option rather than Wednesday or Thursday. 


Saturday would be fine for me. | will make my air reservations from Thursday through Sunday based on 
Wednesday not being convenient. | had nothing else to do Wednesday there anyway. 


| do not want to wear out before Friday because | may have a very heavy load of visitors in general and the 
preparation for the EAC meeting at the Museum which | am told will be very well attended in two sessions. Will a 
museum table in the Museum office or work room be adequate and what electric needs are there? 


A table large enough for a small camera stand about eight inches square and a desk lamp with a six inch 
square base would be required; if there is room for a laptop computer it would be convenient but not 
necessary. | need at least one outlet for my lamp, if | had two | would plug-in my laptop but it does have a 
good battery. My scale can also run on batteries if I’d like some weights.

After | return home | would have the images cropped and stitched together, obverse and reverse and any 
background removed. | would then burn you a CD or DVD of just your images for your records.
